Steam For the Soil 

For some time certain growers of 
tomatoes, cucumbers, and similar veg¬ 
etables for the London market liava 
[been Injecting steam into the soil with 
t view to destroying certain Insects 
and slugs. It Is repoitod that the 
plan works very well for that pur¬ 
pose, but the operaton has brought to 
light an- unexpected fact; namely, that 
the soil thus treated Increased greatly 
in fertility, so greatly. In fact, that 
the ordinary ^amount of manure can¬ 
not be used afterward. 

This effect has been explained as 
being due to the sterilization produc¬ 
ed by the steam, which kills the phag¬ 
ocytes or protozoa which la ordinary 
circumstances keep down tha nu—ber 
of bacteria in the soil whose opera¬ 
tions are beuefleient in turning or 
ganlc nitrogen into a form suitable f • 
plant food. 


The Orange 

The.orange was brought from Asia 
to Spain nad Portugal in the sixteenth 
century. It was taken to South Amer¬ 
ica by the early explorers and ran 
wild In tile forests of-the Amazon. Or¬ 
iginally a smplk sour fruit, it has been 
cultivated up to its present-size and 
sweetness. The orange Industry be¬ 
gan in the United States about 1875 
aud ..bout 1885 wag well advanced. 
The number of orange trees in this 
country Is now close to 10,000,000, of 
which California has about CO per 
cent, and Florida 30. the remainder 
being chiefly in Louisiana und Art 
zona. 


COAL FIELDS ARE IMPORTANT 


Sir Ernest Shackleton's Discovery in 
Arctic Opens Up Great 

Possibilities .- 

In a letter to the Royal Geographi¬ 
cal society. Professor Edgeworth 
David said he did not believe the 
world yet rocilzeC the scientific as 
well as the commercial Importance of 
the great coal field which Sir E. 
Shackleton discovered at the head of 
tho Beardmofe Glacier, and which 
contained probably as much coal as 
existed in all the unworked coal Helds 
of Great Britain. 

“Probably if a shaft were sunk at | 
the South Pole, through the covering 
of snow and ice,” added Professor 
David, “you would strike the continu¬ 
ation of this great coal field It Is in 
all probability one of the largest un¬ 
worked coal fields of he world.” 

The possibility of a gold reef in the 
Antarctic regions was also mentioned 
by the speaker. It was almost cer¬ 
tain. be declared, that n payable one 
would be discovered soon. Sir Ernest 
Sharkleton outlined the objects of his 
forthcoming expedition. “This Is the 
last thing left to be done.”

Forcing Rhubarb 


A simple means of forcing rhubarb 
that is specially advantageous after 
the crops iudoora are more or le$s ex¬ 
hausted is that of raising uipplles 
outdoors by artificial means. This 
may be done as soon as the worst of 
the winter is over, and is practice 
that should be extremely popular, as 
anyone with a small amount of 
trouble may achieve results that are 
very satisfactory. For succession::! 
crops, outdoor forcing is much to be 
preferred. The plants should be 
forced where they are growing, and 
if a warm border is available,, so 
much the better. 

All that need be done in forcing a 
crop outdoors Is to cover the crowC3 
of the plants with barrels, tubs, 
1 oxes or any such article which shall 
have a movable lid. Large barrels 
should be sawn in two. The top end 
of the barrel should be kuocked out, 
and made to suit the purpose of a 
movable lid, this being removed for 
observation and air-giving, also far 
obtaining supplies when ready. These 
utensils should be embodied in stable 
manure and leaves, this material 
providing the necessary warmth to 
excite the crowns into growth. Whea 
leaves and stable litter aro mixed in 
the proportion of about two of the 
former to one of the latter, a gentle 
heat may be provided.

Cost of Colt Rearing 

Observations made by the bureau of 
statistics of the United States depart¬ 
ment of agriculture show the average 
cost of raising a three-year-old colt to 
be $104, or deducting the value of his 
labor, during the period, a net cost of 
$96.60. This figure represents 71 par 
cent, of the selling value. 

The figures are the results of re¬ 
ports made by ten thousand corre¬ 
spondents—reports which showed the 
cost to vary widely by states, that In 
the east being about twice much as 
that In the west. - - 

Of the io'al cost, 54 per cent, is 
charged to feed, 16 per cent, to care 
and shelter, and 30 per centrio mis¬ 
cellaneous items. Slnc^t more than 
all the cost of raising is chargeable 
to feed, it may readily be seen that 
the prices of feedstuff:; have an im¬ 
portant bearing upon the cost of rais¬ 
ing a colt. 

One is usually unable to secure 
such complete statistics upon this 
subject. Too often tile cost of rais¬ 
ing farm animals fr a mat*, ’r shroud 
ed in mystery to 4hc farmers theni-

Smoke and Soot - - - : 

Soot, tbe principal trouble maker in 
ttaokc. is tbe product of incomplete 
combustion, and is formed partly by 
the mechanical removal of ash by the 
chimney draft and partly by the 
decomposition of the volatile portion 
of tbe fuel which is forpied by tbe 
process of destructive distillation. The 
character of soot varies with the dis¬ 
tance from tbe grate at which it has 
been depositefl, as well as the tem¬ 
perature of the furnace, r.mount of 
air, and method of firing. The acids 
contained In soot attack mortar, mas¬ 
onry, woodwork, metal work i.nd build¬ 
ing material genernlly. In .nany Eur¬ 
opean cities !t lias been found that 
soot causes the rapid disintegration of 
statuary and public monuments. The 
damage done to inside decorations ap¬ 
pears to be no less Important than th ■ 
effects upon the exterior of buildings. 
Smoke is visible proof of imperfect 
combustion of fuel, and consequently 
evidence of waste and inefficiency.— 
New York American.

Juvenile courts are being estab¬ 
lished all over the province and a 
proclamation has been issued by 
tbe government bringing tbe Mot 
respecting juvenile delinquents in¬ 
to force in Alberta, Saturday, April 
25th, Tbe legislature of Alberta, 
having passed an act providing for 
the establishment of juvenile courts 
a proclamation bringing the Do¬ 
minion aot into foroe was necessary 

Thirty-five new court judges 
have been Darned by the'provincial 
government, and among them is 
Mrsi. R. R. Jamieson, of Calgary. 
It is believed that these judges or 
magistrates will have higher powers 
or greater jurisdiction than juvenile 
court commissioners have hitherto 
bad. As a result of the provincial 
aot having been passed, it is neoces 
sary to bring tbe Dominion act in¬ 
to force. 1 

Rev. A. D. McDonald, of the 
Children’s Aid society, informed 
Tbe News-Telegram that the Do¬ 
minion Protection aot was passed 
on July 20th, 1908. The majority 
of tbe oases brought np in the 
juvenile court, here, are laid under 
the Protection aot of Alberta, 
when tbe point of age is to be de¬ 
cided, the age limit in this aot being 
16. The Dominion Protection aot 
which has been brought into foroe 
in this provinoe, places the age limit 
at 17. Cases can, therefore, be 
brought under either aot.—Tele¬ 
gram.

LAND REGULATIONS , ! 

'"pHE sole head of a family, or any 
A male over 18 years old, may home- j 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba. Saskutch 
ewan or Alberta. The applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by prosy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lande (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—6i* months residence upoh 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre ernpt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
13 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dance in each of sir years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re¬ 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 
50 acres extra cultivation. The area of 
cultivation ia subject to reduction in 
case of rough, scrubby or stoney land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. 

.A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts.

* Jackal Flies of India 

There are certain East Indian flies, 
several varieties of them apparently 
of similar type to our own Louse fav¬ 
orite. Musca domestica, that have de¬ 
veloped a rather ingenious, if some¬ 
what disreputable, wav of making, a 
living.

TO REPL ACE “H USKIES.** 

Everybody In Far North Watching 
Experiments With Reindeers. 

At the lone Hudson Bay Company 
post at CartwTlght there is a little 
youngster, Stuart S waffle. 1 byname, 
ton of the ‘'factor,” or company 
agent at the post, whose story gives 
the reason, In a nutshell, why the 
reindeer were brought to Labrador. 

When Stuart was a cplld. five or 
■lx years of age, his mother sent him 
out to play white she attended to 
her household duties. By and by 
she heard a great commotion among 
tbe Eskimo dogs, of whom the post 
maintains quite a’ pack for drawing 
tho sledges In the winter time. At 
first she thought nothing of It, for 
tbe dogs often fight amocg them¬ 
selves. Wilder and wilder, however, 
grew the snarls and yelps (for tbq 
Eskimo dog, being really a wolf and 
not a dog, does not bark) until curi¬ 
osity got the better of her and she 
went to the window to see the cause. 
To her consternation, tbe entire pack 
of dogs had set upon tbe child, who 
had perhaps stumbled up among 
them in his play, while her own dog, 
“Bouncer,” brought from tbe home- j 
land, was alone attempting to defend 
him. it wae with the utmost diffi¬ 
culty that tbe pack was at last driven 
off, and when tbe child was rescued 
tbe clothes fairly clung to tho skin, 
so numerous were his wounds, lie 
could only whisper: “The dogs bit 
me," and then fainted away. 

In a lone cemetery out on the 
wind-swept cape at Blgelet there Is 
a monument to two trappers, father 
and son. The two had come In to 
trade their pelts and left tbe post 1 q 
high spirits. That was the last that 
was seen of them. Later In tbe 
spring the dogsawere found gnawing 
their bones on the beaches. 

The very first piece of advice a 
native of Labrador will give you. Is 
not to pet the dogs, and, above all, 
not to stumble or fall among them;, 
for at that instant the pack will fall 
upon you. * 

In tbe summer the dogs forage for. 
themselves, feeding largoly on tbe 
fish that come close In to shore or 
on tbe offal of tbe fishing settle¬ 
ments. They are great, beautiful 
creatures, snowy white or mottled 
slightly with brown. In winter, 
however, their voracious appetites 
know no bounds. At the post food 
is cooked for them and served hot, 
but It seems this never suffices. 

Harnessed up and driven along 
the snow trails of the northern wilds, 
It Is only fear of the driver’s whip 
that keeps them down. Let one dog 
turn upon him and he shoots to kill; 
otherwise the pack Is on him at 
once. Many, Indeed, are the men 
In the lone wilderness of the north- 
land who have been devoured by 
their dogs. 

Hence the need of bringing In the 
reindeer to take tbe place of tbe 
dogs. 

e-Dr. Grenfell, however, has one dif¬ 
ficulty to meet in trying to replace 
the dogs with tbe deer, for the peo¬ 
ple are used to the dogs and claim 
to know just bow to handle them, 
while they do not know how to use 
tbe reindeer. 

Moreover, no reindeer can be put 
into use In a settlement until all tbe 
dogs thereabouts are gone, for the 
dogs will smell a deer milei away 
and the pack will “go” for it at once. 
What, then, can the people do be¬ 
tween the time the deer are brought 
In and are being broken to use and 
the necessary killing or sending away 
of the dogs? 

What, too, shall be done with the 
dogs?

Oaly a stern law can make 
them do thl;—and to get such a law 
passed and enforced needs Influence 
and determination. 

One wonders what the post would 
seem like when, instead of the beau¬ 
tiful dogs coming down tho path to 
tho dock, stopping to throw out their 
forefeet and lean out to yawn, or 
lick one’s shoe, running as soon as 
one lifts a band for fear of the prob- 
ablo stone, the reindeer will browse 
In tho corrals. 

Reindeer moss abounds In Labra¬ 
dor and on It tbe deer feed, even 
through the snow. Up at St. An¬ 
thony’s, where Dr. Grenfell’s mis¬ 
sion has a hospital, the 300 deer that 
he has brought there are now flour¬ 
ishing.

PRACTICAL HEALTH HINT. 


A Ltston That W«s Learned at the 
Last Olympio Game*. 

Photography failed as a means of 
deciding Winners in the races and oth 
or contests at the last Olympic games 
in Stockholm. But because of that lea 
son stcreqscoplc photographs are pro- 
posed as an Improvement and are to be 
tried out in England. At the Stock 
holm games photographs were taken 
of the runners as they reached the 
tape, but In every instance where tbr 
judges differed among themselves ns'te 
who was the winner the additional evi¬ 
dence of the camera was not sufficient 
to bring about an agreement. Tlic only 
Instances where the photographs were 
assumed to be -decisive were those la 
which the judges ngrbed with tbe pho¬ 
tos rapbHTrecord anyway. 

The troublo was apparently dub to 
lack of stereoscopic effect.-\So It is now- 
suggested that the pictures- be t aken I 
by a stereoscopic camera.. In other' 
words, two pictures are taken together 
from cameras side by side, so that 
.when the developed prints are put In 
a stereoscope—like the one which used 
to be found always on the center table 
In the parlor—tbero will be depth to 
the picture, and in consequence it will 
be possible to determine beyond dis¬ 
pute the exact position of each runner. 

An advisory trainer of tbe British 
athletes who competed at Stockholm 
and Who has trained many Cambridge 
university athletes uses high speed 
photography regularly In his training 
work. Many photographs of runners 
and jumpers are taken, each exposure 
being a high speed snapshot Then the 
photographs are examined to see in 
what way tbe runner or jumper can 
Improve his style.

A dietary consisting, wholly of 
fruits Is a valuable means of 
overcoming biliousness. Such a 
dietary may be maintained for 
jffio or two days or a week. A 
modified fruit dietary la highly 
beneficial. Two meals may be 
eaten, the breakfast of fruit 
only and tho ordinary dinner, or. 
If three meals are taken, the 
first and last meals should con- 
slst of fruit only. The most 
laxative fruits are apples, figs, 
prunes, berries and peaches.

To the Editor: 

Dear Sir,—It is with pleasure 
that I read in your edition of the 
29 inst., a letter from one of your 
leading citizens, P. W. L Clark, 
with regard to Fire Protection. 
This is a questiou which in most 
young towns is rarely given 
sufficient attention and is a very 
important feature, and I am glad 
to see Vulcan taking it up. The 
new fire hall is a credit to the town, 
and I believe the equipment is 
ample for the present at least. 

The idea, as formerly suggested, 
and further advocated by Mr. 
Clark, of keeping barrels of water in 
handy places is a splendid one, and 
if carried out I am sure will some¬ 
time save valuable property from 
natuie’s most destructive element. 
In some cases though I am afraid 
it is hardly practical, for a barrel 
takes up space, and in a small house 
or crowded store it would be in the 
way. Why not invest in some 
good, patent fire,extinguishing de- 
yices.? They are not expensive, 
always handy on a bracket, easily 
carried to the scene of the fire, and 
do good work. 

Another feature is the Conflagra¬ 
tion Hazard. So many of our best 
towns in the province have sufFered 
in the past twelve months:—Atha¬ 
basca Landing, Brooks, Strome, 
and this year Didsbury and Gadsby 
are only a few examples of heavy 
losers. Vulcan is one of the most 
enterprising and finest towns on 
the line, and it does not want to be 
added to the list. In Blocks 2 and 
3, on Vulcan Street, the buildings 
are all very close together, and the 
‘ J exposure charges” make the rates 
very high: If the property owners 
were to co-operate and build a Stan¬ 
dard Fire Hall in the right place 
they would find that their rates 
would be so reduced that in due 
time the wall would pay for itself, 
and this hazard would beeliminated. 
This wall must of course be up to 
the requirements, extending one 
foot above the highest point of the 
roof of the building on either side, 
and to the rear as far as any 3rd, or 
4th class building within 50 feet, 
and to be built of brick, stone, 
concrete or cement block, the 
thickness deoending on the height

Articles No. 2, 3 4, and 5 of 
Bye-law Number 12. 

•A Bye-law of the Village of 
Vulcan to restrain and regulate the 
running at large or trespassing of 
animals. 

The Council of the Village of 
Vulcaff enacts as follows: 

2. It shall not be lawful to allow 
the following animals to run at 
large at any time of the year within 
the limits of the Village of Videal): 

(a) Stallions or Jacks, of one 
year old, or upwards; 

(b> Bulls over nine months old; 

(c) Sheep and Swine. 

3. It shall not be lawful to 
allow any horse or cattle to run at 
large within the limits of the said 
village, between the hours of 8 
o’clock in the afternoon and 6 
o’clock of the next forenoon, from 
the 15th day of May to the 31st day 
of December, both inclusive, in 
each year. 

* 4. Except as prescribed or re¬ 
stricted by law or by this bye-law 
or other bye-law or bye-law of this 
village, it shall be lawful for ani¬ 
mals to run at large within said 
village, and no )>erson shall be 
liable to an action for trespass in 
respect of any animal at large, 
under the provisions of this bye¬ 
law, unless the lands or premises 
trespassed upon are enclosed by a 
lawful fem e. 

5. Any animal found at large 
or trespassing upon any lands Or 
premises enclosed by a lawful fence, 
contiary to the provisions of this 
Bye-law. shall be liable to be im¬ 
pounded and sold according to the
